< Winnie ion s attention having been called to the matter, that 
tribunal advised that the railroads, by ceasing to issue 
through bub of lading, would subject themselves to the 
charge of discrimination. 
I he railroads countered by say­ 
ing that tkmv would continue to issue though bills, hut that 
they would affix a notation thereto to the effect that the 
: hipper must he responsible for the demurrage. 
w ith regard to the ‘country damage matter, the steam­ 
ship agents early in the season notified the railroads that 
they would no longer sign clean bills for dirty, ragged an ' 
had order cotton, owing to the growth in the volume of the 
claims they are compelled to liquidate at the other end of 
the line. 
This has started the railroads to looking for a 
w ay to avoid responsibility for damage done to cotton by tire 
weather, by sampling, by conns eating it and by careless and 
inefficient ginning. 


I aking notice of the situation, the Galveston \laritime 
association has issued a circular to the cotton growers of O k ­ 
lahoma and Texas, urging them to arrange for gin boxes 
of standard size and cover their bales thoroughly with good 
hagging. 
I he association announces also that a conference 
ii. be neid in N ew 
ork on July’ I D to take tile necessap 
-tops to protect those who are innocent, hut are made to suf 
if r the penalties imposed because of the carelessness, indif- 
rence or ignorance of such as are responsible for the con- 
Cition.> complained of. 


In the matter of the marketing of cotton, another con­ 
ference has been called for July 12, at Atlanta, for the pur­ 
pose of figuring on how to arrange for the producer to get 
what is justly due him out of the sale of his crop. T h e prob- 
m is of long standing and has been many times considered. 
but the middlemen and the speculators are still the ones to 
make what profit there is in cotton. 


I he above outlined difficulties are the result of a lack 
of adequate and economical storage facilities at the ports 
and will continue to multiply until the need of such facilities 
is supplied. 
It is not enough to have wharves at which ships 
fan land to receive cotton. 
I here should be means of as­ 
sembling, assorting and storing it at will at the water’s edge. 
Inasmuch as it is all exported, the crop moves seaward 
in a rush and finds itself at the mercy of quarreling railroad 
and steamship agents, finicking receivers and sharp specu­ 
lators. 
Now here along the line is there a place for the pro-
